SAIGON (AP) — American 


Infantrymen and South Viet- 
namese Marines boxed in a Viet 
Cong battalion in the Mekong 
Delta today and reported killing 
200 in a day-long battle that 
raged into the night. 


Initial field reports put U.S. 


casualties at four dead and 38 
wounded, South Vietnamese had 
15 killed and 50 wounded. 


The action was 66 miles south- 


west of Saigon along the banks 


of the Rach Ruong Canal which 
runs along the borders of Dinh 
Tuong and Kien Thuong prov- 
inces. 


The fighting coincided with 


another series of Communist ar- 
tillery, rocket and grenade at- 
tacks on U.S. forces. Commu- 
nist troops shelled a U.S. Navy 
destroyer, killing two Ameri- 
cans 
and 
wounding 
three; 


launched a grenade and small 
arms attack on the main U.S. 


San Francisco Hill 
Many Injured as 
Cable Car Skids 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) —| 


With passengers screaming in 
terror, a cable car ran wild 
down one of San Francisco's 
steepesl hills 
Sunday nighl, 


ramming a car which exploded 
into 
flames and crashed into 


nine others. 


Ambulances took 43 persons, 


most of them from the cable 
car, to hospitals with burns and 
bruises. Critically burned was 
James Van Baalen, 30, of San 
Francisco. 


The six-ton Hyde Street cable 


car, nearing the end of its two- 
mile run from Powell and Mar- 
ket streets in a heavy down- 
pour, rolled onto the steep grade 
and went forward out of control 
on rain-slick tracks. 


According to passengers, the 


cable car careened for a block 
and a half down Hyde. Some 
passengers jumped off. At Bay 
Street the car rammed on auto 
which bounced off others as its 
gas tank ruptured. 


"A big sheet of flame hit the 


cable car," said Jim Kosek, 22, 
of Clarendon Hills, 111. Kosek, 
just returned from serving in 
Vietnam, said the cable car 
seemed 
to 
have 
"lost 
its 


brakes." 


Several persons were injured 


in the autos that were hit after 
the initial impact. 


Another cable car passenger, 


Lorena Matson, 29, of San Fran- 
cisco, said: "As the cable car 
started down Ihe sleep hill to- 
ward Bay Street, the driver 
said, 'oh, oh, it looks like we're 
gonna lose our cable.' 


"We Ihought he was just kid-

laughed. Then we just kept 
going. Some people jumped off, 
screaming. There was a white 
car at Bay Street. Then things 
were falling. There was fire." 


The cable car continued for 


another" block and stopped at

smashed. But the steelwork in 
front appeared intact. 


Officer Frank Coombs said he 


believed the cable car had lost 
the grip on the sub-pavement 
cable that pulls the cars up the 
hills of the city. 


The car is moved by an un- 


derground cable coursing along 
a slot between the tracks at nine 
miles an hour. The griprnan 
operates a steel grip which ex- 
lends down inlo Ihe slot and 
grasps the moving cable.

the cars. They have been run- 
ning in San Francisco since 
1873.

The spokesman 
said the box was completed by 
heavily armed Navy Monitor 
boats along the canal blocking 
to the east.

with the transplanted heart of 
a 25-year-old girl pumping his 
blood announced today: "I am 
feeling much better." 


Louis Washkansky, 55, a 


Lithuanian-born businessman, 
was able to speak 33 hours 
after a medical break-through 
operation. The tubes to a 
respirator were removed from 
his throat, permitting him to 
speak his first words since 
Sunday's surgery. 


But he remained in a critical 


period at what Groote Shuur 
Hospital called the world's 
first human heart transplant.

'. . . That Big Thing Chomping Into Me '

DONG HA, Vietnam (AP) - 


Hey, did you hear the story 
about the time the tiger tried 
to drag off a U.S. Marine? 


"He sort of made a S9und 


like un-yah." 


So with an un-yah, Marine 


Lance Cpl. Jim Shepherd was 
off bouncing on his belly—his 
arm firmly in the jaw of an 
ambitious cat. 


The tiger pulled Shepherd as 


a little puppy jerks at the end 
of a towel. 


"I kept hitting him in the 


neck and face and all he'd do 
is blink and keep pulling," 
Shepherd said. 


Shepherd, 1», of Montpelier, 


Idaho, has been in Vietnam 
four months along the demili- 
atri/ed zone with the 3rd 


Battalion, 9th Marine Re'gi- 
ment. 


He sleepily 
recalled 
the 


incident of the tiger today 
from a bunk in Dong Ha 
dispensary where he is under- 
going preventative treatment 
to preclude rabies. 


It happened one day last 


week at 
about 
1:30 
a.m. 


Shepherd and five other Ma- 
rines had set up in an ambush 
position overlooking a jungle 
trail five miles south of the 
demilitarized zone. 


Shepherd, 6 feel tall and 170 


pounds, was on the right end 
of the line with each man 
about two arms length apart. 
They gazed down a 20 degree 
clear slope to a trail along a 
creek. 


Shepherd was lying on his 


belly, his M16 rifle cradled in 
his left hand and his head 
turned to the right. 


The tiger came from the 


left, passing in front of the 
other four men. Only the 
squad leader, a corporal, next 
to Shepherd, saw the beast. 


"The squad leader was whis- 


pering something," Shepherd 
said. "Something hit me gent- 
ly on the arm. I thought it was 
the squad leader jabbing me. 


"I turned around and I saw 


that big thing chomping right 
into me. Yikes. He started 
pulling me." 


Shepherd was being pulled 


down the slope toward the 
creek, about 10 yards away.

Tiger Drags Off Marine 
' . .. That Big Thing Chomping Into Me '

about the time the tiger tried 
to drag off a U.S. Marine? 


"He sort of made a sound 


like un-yah." 


So w,ith an un-yah, Marine 


Lance Cpl. Jim Shepherd was 
off bouncing on his belly—his 
arm firmly in the jaw of an 
ambitious cat. 


The tiger pulled Shepherd as 


a little puppy jerks at the end 
of a towel. 


"I kept hitting him in the 


neck and face and all he'd do 
is blink and keep pulling," 
Shepherd said. 


Shepherd, 19, of Montpelicr, 


Idaho, has been in Vietnam

He sleepily recalled 
the 


incident of the tiger today 
from a bunk in Dong Ha 
dispensary where he is under- 
going preventative treatment 
to preclude rabies.

Shepherd and five other Ma- 
rines had set up in an ambush 
position overlooking a jungle 
trail five miles south of the 
demilitarized zone. 


Shepherd, 6 feet tall and 170 


pounds, was on the right end 
of the line with each man 
about two arms length apart. 
They gazed down a 20 degree' 
clear slope to a trail along a 
creek. 


Shepherd was lying on his 


belly, his M16 rifle cradled in 
his left hand and his head 
turned to the right. 


The tiger came from the 


left, passing in front of the 
other four men.

Law Enforcement in Outagamie County

Marx failed recently in attempts to increase 
law enforcement manpower in his depart- 
ment. His request for four more traffic 
patrolmen and two more investigators got 
no further than the county board's law 
enforcement committee. 


Perhaps a few facts that were not 


presented the committee could shed a new 
light on what would appear to be a lack of 
adequate police protection in the county. 
Outagamie County has 17 men, including a 
lieutenant and four sergeants, in the traffic 
division. Until recently there were only 12 
men and there was not the present 24-hour 
patrol. There also are three 
sheriff's 


investigators plus an undersheriff and the 
sheriff, both of whom often must assume 
investigative duties. There were four inves- 
tigators, but one resigned and county 
supervisors never authorized a replace- 
ment. 


Outagamie County encompasses 634 


square miles and has an estimated popula- 
tion of 120,000 — with 17 traffic patrolmen 
and three investigators. Just to the south is 
Winnebago County with a population of 
125,000 and a land area of 454 square miles 


Rep. Laird's Rise 


It is unlikely that even the mature 


citizens of Wisconsin familiar with the 
political history of their state can recall 
any Wisconsin member of the United States 
Congress who has risen to such prominence 
and influence in the councils of his party as 
the comparatively youthful Rep. Melvin R. 
Laird of Wisconsin's Seventh District. 


There were towering Wisconsin repre-

important appropriations committee of the 
House. This year 
he was chosen 
as 


chairman of the House Republican confer- 
ence, a role that has identified him in the 
press of the nation as the "party theoreti- 
cian," to borrow a recent phrase used by

patrolmen working the entire 634 square 
miles during a given shift. This is not even 
enough men to effectively handle one 
accident. Imagine the anxiety of the county 
Policeman working in the Dale area who, 
should he run into serious trouble at 2 a.m., 
finds his only help — the other patrolman 
— at the other end of the county, near 
Oneida. Needless to say, such a situation 
does little for the "sense of security."

need it very much. And 90 per 
cent of modern delinquency is 
impervious to spanking, or 
punishment of any sort. 


My children

window-breaking fine was fair, 
and were even gratified that I 
showed my interest by adjudi- 
cating the matter as I did. If, 
however, they were full of 
destructive, resentful and anti- 
social feelings, neither fining 
nor spanking them would have 
made the least bit of difference 
— indeed, the harsher the 
punishment, the more justified 
they would have felt. 


Genuine delinquency — apart 


from its psychiatric roots — 
springs from the child's aliena- 
tion from his family environ- 
ment, and his growing lack of 
respect for the values he sees 
around him. It has little to do 
with the "firmness" or "soft- 
ness" of the way the child has 
been treated — and everything 
to do with the quality of feeling 
behind the treatment. 


Most lower-class delinquents 


have been brutally treated; 
most middle- or upper-class 
delinquents have been leniently 
treated; in both cases, how- 
ever, the quality of feeling has 
been deficient — for abusing a 
child and spoiling a child are 
equally symptoms of a poor 
parent-child relationship. They 
are both forms of uncaring. 


The "woodshed" advocates 


are mischievous ignoramuses, 
who provide oversimplified an- 
swers to complex problems. I 
have no objection to whacking 
a child of mine who gets out of 
line, but I am also aware that 
it does me much more good 
than it docs him.
